2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-44 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because the prior art does not anticipate the compounds. 

Claims 1-44 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Amitai et aL in view of Brouillete et aL Amitai et aL 
teach the corresponding position isomers wherein the ester is attached at the 3-position of the pyridinium ring instead of the instant 
hydrogen. Note compound IOMN in line 3, page 75 of the reference. Brouillette et al. teach the art recognized equivalence of the ester 
versus hydrogen on the 3-position of the pyridinium ring. Note compounds 190 and 213 in column 3 therein. It would be obvious to 
replace the ester of Amitai et al. with hydrogen on the pyridinium ring as taught by Brouillette et al. to form the instant compound 
without the loss of the same activity. 

Claims 1-44 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry.
